Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/7/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the reference does not teach a film. The examiner 
disagrees, as the broadest interpretation of the reference's teaching of "coating" would 
obviously include a film. Applicant also argues that the rejection should not have been 
made final in light of the new reference, as the reference was disclosed prior to the 
office action. Applicant further argues that the examiner has foreclosed the possibility of 
the applicant responding to a rejection over Fazen et al. and Narula et al. Applicant's 
reasoning requires that the examiner make every possible rejection using every 
possible reference, so that the applicant may respond to them all. The examiner used 
the best art in the first and second office actions and was not required to use Paine, 
Fazen or Narula in either. Furthermore, it was the applicant's amendment to the claims 
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that necessitated the new rejection and not the new IDS that necessitated the 
amendment. Therefore, the finality of the rejection is maintained.
